SALARIES RAISED. 



Haverford College Faculty Get 20 to 45 
Per Cent. Boost. 

At the meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers of Haverford College last week 
at I Hiver ford, a not abb' iaeren.se was 
made in the salaries of the faculty. Full 
professors were raised to $5,000 a year, 
assoeiale professors to $4,000, and as- 



sistant professors to $3,000, making an 
increase of from twenty to forty-live 
per cent, for all members of the faculty, 
with an average increase of about thir- 
ty- Jive per cent. The salary of instruct- 
ors will vary widely, according to 
length and character of service ren- 
dered. 

Before 1914 Haverford had stood in 
the first rank among colleges of its 
class as regards the compensation of its 
faculty, but recent price increases had 
made the old salaries insufficient. The 
action of the board puts the salaries at 
the Main Lino institution on an equal 
basis with the rest of the colleges of 
its class in the country. 

At the same meeting Dean V. Lock- 
wood, associate professor of Latin, was 
elected librarian of the college library, 
which contains 80,000 volumes, being 
the largest collection of books on 
Quaker history in America. Dr. Kay- 
ner W. Kelsey was appointed professor 
of history.

Full 
professors wore raised to $o,l)f)0 ;) year, 
associate professors to $4,000, and as- 



sistant professors to $3,000, making an 
increase of from twenty to forty-five 
per cent, for all members of the faculty, 
with an average increase of about thir- 
ty-five per cent. The salary of instruct- 
ors will vary widely, according to 
length and character of service Ten- 
dered. 

Before 1914 Haverf ord had stood in 
the first rank among colleges of its 
class as regards the compensation of its 
faculty, but recent price increases had 
made the old salaries insufficient. The 
action of the board puts the salaries at 
the Main Line institution on an equal 
basis with the rest of the colleges of 
its class in the country. 

At the same meeting Dean P. Lock- 
wood, associate professor of Latin, was 
elected librarian of the college library, 
which contains 80,000 volumes, being 
the largest collection of books on 
Quaker history in America. Dr. Bay- 
ner W. Kelsey was appointed professor 
of history.
